The 
government hope though, that their can- 
didate, Mr. Bertram will be elected by 
acclamation. 

The order-iu-council appointing Sena- 
tor Mclnnes Lieutenant-Governor of 
British Columbia and Mr. Tein pieman 
Senator in hia place waB fcisnoii by J.,'j:d 
Aberdeen to-day before hta dajjarturB 
for Toronto. At one time it waa thought 
that Mr. McLagan vronld receive tiie chH 
to the upper bouse, but the infliieui;e in 
favor of Mr. Templeman waa very Btrcnj;. 
ilr. McLagan, it is said, will eventually 
t'et there. A eommisBiou will be sent to 
one of the judges of the Supreme court 
CO swear in tlie I.,ieutenant-Governor.

NEWJFOUNDLAND MINISTEY. 

Policy and Personnel of the Winter Cabinet 
About to Take Office. 

St. Joii.n's Nfld., Nov. 9. — It ia expect- 
(>i\ 'liat Sir James Winter, leader of the 
party victorious in the recent general 
assembly elections will take office within 
the next few days. The Winter cabinet 
w ill probably be compoaed as followa: 
Sir James Winter, premier and attor- 
ney-general ; Mr. Alfred Morine, receiver- 
general; Mr. Thomas Diider, surveyor- 
general ; Mr. Alexander Itobinaon, colon- 
ial secretary; Mr. Wm. Woodford, 
chairman of tiie board of works. Meaers. 
Charles D.iwc and Cieorge Shea will 
probably enter the cabinet without port- 
folios. 

Sir James Winter announces that the 
liret object of the now government will 
be to invite tho 15ritieh government to 
eend financial experts to inquire into and 
report on the condition of its affairs with 
a view to the rehabilitation of its credit 
in the foreign money markets. Civil 
service reform, retrenchment and the 
development of the interior are leading 
planka in the jiolicy of the party.

Tllli; EiNtU^'EEKS' TROUBLE. 

Mass Meeting in New York to Arouse Sym- 
pathy ior 13ritlKli Strikerb. 

Ni;w Yoitic, Nov. 0.— Tho cxtenaion to 
Scotland and Ireland of tho strike of en- 
gineers is looked upon as a aeriona affair 
by the unions in this country. Talk of 
au international strilce is indulged in 
again and delegate Johnstone of the 
Amalgamated Engineers, in making a 
report to tho Central labor union, aaid 
that if tlie Britisii t<triko failed it would 
be a death L'ow to trades unions every- 
where, lie niado a atrong aiipcal (or 
aid for the strikers and asked for the aid 
of the Central union for the purpose of 
collecting fundG. 

His request was granted. It waa an- 
nounced that a nuiBB meeting would be 
held In Cooper Union at an early day to 
stir up sympathy for tho British strikera. 

It was also aunounoed that tbe later- 
national Machinists' Union of tbie coun- 
try was preparing to makean eight hour 
demand next May. The union takes in 
the boiler makiirs and several other 
trades and corri'sponda with the Amal- 
gamated J'higiiicorB' AKSociation of Great 
Biitain in many ways.

THE BRAZILIAN DISORDERS. 

Tbe Situation at the CapiM Still Grave— 
—Conspirators' Flans Bevealed. , 

New York, Nov. 9. — A dispatch to the 
Herald from Buenos Ayres says : 

The Herald's correspondent in Rio 
Janeiro, Brazil, sends word that Vice- 
President Victcrino did not visit Presi- 
dent Moraea after the attempt to aseas- 
ainate'the latter last Friday, nor did he 
attend the funeral and the burial of the 
minister of war, General Bittencourt, 
\vho was killed in that aflair. His at- 
titude has caused a great a greal of com- 
ment. General Canturia has been ap- 
pointed to Bucced Gen. Bittencourt as 
minister of war. The principal officiala 
of the navy have expreaaod to tho gov- 
ernment their adhesion to its policy. 

The situation is still regarded as grave 
in Rio Janeiro. The police are watching 
the ofDces of the opposition newspapers, 
fearing that they will be attacked by 
citizens. Troops remain under arms', 
ready to t^uell an outbreak. The Im- 
perialists in Brazil are preparing to 
make a demonstration at the funeral of 
Count Mottamala, who was physician to 
the late Emperor Dom Pedro, whose 
death occurred yeulerday. 

A message has been presented to the 
chamber of deputies demanding that 
martial law be declared in Rio Janeiro, 
because of the existence of a conspiracy 
against the government, and that a pen- 
sion be granted to the family of General 
Bittencourt. 

It is assorted that the murderer of 
Gen. Bittencourt made revelations and 
the government now knows the plans of 
the conspirators who have been plotting 
for its overthrow. 

An official statement has reached Rio 
Janeiro that in the I'ecent fight at Santo 
Spirito, in wliicli forty Jacobins were 
killed and eight Italians, the aggressors 
were Italians. 

Ottawa, Nov. 9. — Trade Commissioner 
Edmund E. Sbeppard, who ia now in 
South America, wirea the department of 
trade and commerce to say that Brazil is 
now on the eve of disaster, both financial 
and political, which do not warrant 
Canadians in making any business ven- 
tures there. He has crossed the .-Vndes 
to Chili, and will come up on the west 
Bide of the continent as far as Guate- 
mala. He will not be finished before 
January.

WEYLER TO BE BOOMED. 

Friends In Madrid Organize a Demonstra- 
• tlon in His Behalf. 

Madrid, Nov. 9. — Lieutenant-Gen eral 
Weyler's political backers, supported by 
his influential following in tbe army, are 
fomenting an agitation on his behalf 
against the government policy, and pre- 
paring to give him a reception on his 
arrival which will, if they can bring it 
about, neutralize the critical attitude of 
the Sagasta cabinet. 

Senor Romoro Bobledo, who is lead- 
ing tbe agitation, addressed a meeting 
of Conservatives to-day, at which several 
senators and deputies were present, and 
made a violent attack upon the govern- 
ing committee of the Conservative party, 
whom he charged with beingresponsible 
for the dissolution of the party. He 
enlo;.;ized fviiMitenant-General Weyler as 
a military comniaiuler and a civil ad- 
ministrator, and urged that "war ia Iht- 
only true policy in Cuba." 

Senor ]\olj|edo will go to Corunna to 
meet (General Weyler on the arrival of 
the .Montserrat. Meanwhile he ia or- 
j^anizing a aories of public meetinca to 
protest a^■ilinst tho recall of Weyler, tbe 
first of which will bo held to-morrow, 
and he proposes a reorganization of the 
Conservative party upon the basis of the 
i piogramme of the late Senor Canovaa 
del Castillo as to Cuba and tbe Philip- 
pine islands. 

PDBLIC OFFICIALS. 

Mr. Chamberlain on the Abuse of Making 
Them Dependent on Political Favor. 

London, Nov. 9.— Right Hon, Joseph 
Chamberlain, secretary of state for the 

colonies, at his installation as lord rector 
of Gla.'rj.'ow corporation, contrasted the 
municii)al institutions in Great Britain 
with those in the United States. He 
said that in New York the government 
of 6,000,000 people had been handed over 
for four years to a party whose object is 
avowedly to get the greatest amount of 
spoils. Tho RUccuBS of the liritiali ays- 
tein and the failure of tho .•Viiierican. lie 
CDUtinnud, were lo bo found in the dillor- 
ent ways in which the ofliciala wore 
treated. It was necessary in order to 
have the best possible oflicialB that they 
should be " irremovable, exco|)t for groaa 
offences." They muat be "selected ab- 
solutely without regard to their politici 
opinion and must be paid the market 
nrice for their services."

Nkw YortK, Nov. 9. — The seini-annual 
meeting of the executive committee of 
tho National Sound Money J.,i.'a};ue (non- 
partisan), waa begun to-day in the office 
of the league. 

Hon. J. Sterling Morton, vice-presi- 
dent for Nebraska, wrote as follows: 
"Mr. Bryan and his disciples are ac- 
tively engaged in a propagandaof money 
fallacies. They have united in one con- 
glomerate all the fanatics, bigots and 
idiots in this state for the purpose of 
upholding the free coinage of silver at 
tho ratio of 16 to 1. It is very painful 
to observe that this aggregation may 
([uite possibly make a majority of 20,00: 
at the coming election, for candidates 
who represent all that ia inimical and 
disastrous to agriculture, and iu fact to 
sound government everywhere." 

Judge Ross, vice-president of the 
league for Arkausae, wrote: "There is 
no change in this state. There is an 
overwhelming majority for free silver 
and Bryanism in every congressional 
district." 

A sub-committee was appointed to pre- 
pare a declaration on internfttional bi- 
metallism to the effect that Mmetallism 
ia dead and that gold should be the 
standard of the country. Members of 
this committee stated that Fxeaident 
McKinley has intimated his intention of 
recommending in his next meaaage to 
congress the advisability of separating 
the issue department of the treasury 
from the regular government expense 
accounts. In other words, it will he pro- 
posed to hold the gold reserve as a re- 
demption fund for greenbacks and to 
make the gold and greenbacks inter- 
changeable. 



JAPAN'S MINISTEY. 

An Accomplished Diplomat Succeeds Count 
Okuma in the Foreign Office. 

Washington, Nov. 9. — The Japanese 
legation received information to-day of 
cabinet changes in Japan. Count 
Okuma is succeeded aa minister for 
foreign afTaira by Baron Nishi. Count 
Okuma also held the portfolio of agri- 
culture and commerce, and in this he ia 
succeeded by Mr. Hamada. These 
changes are said to have no significance 
on foreign queationa and to be the re- 
sult of internal political consideraiiona. 
Baron Nishi, tho new minister for for- 
eign affairs, was formerly minister t'> St. 
Petersburg and is one of tbe most ac- 
complished diplomats of the natiou. 



A BROKEN MILLIONAIRE. 

Shrinkage in Beal Estate Values Reverses 
His Fortunes. 

M.^NK.vTO, Minn., Nov. 9.— John A. 
Williard, well known as a millionaire and 
banker, has made an assignment. Mr. 
Williard estimates his direct liabilities 
at about .f lSO.OOO. All ia siionrcd with 
what was when made supposed to be 
amplij eecnrity, and may lie still. Ilia 
indirect liabilities are perhaps double 
the size of his direct. His assets aro 
largely real estate which was worth a 
few years ago considerably over ^2,000,- 
000. 

CHINA FOR GOLD STANDARD. 

Emperor Approves of a Decliinition to that 
Ellcct and Prohibiting Gold Export. 

I.;'rnoN, Nov. 9. — According to a spe- 
cial rntch from Shanghai the Em- 
peror of Cuina and the board of revenue 
have approved of a memorial iu favor of 
establishine a gold standard and prohib- 
iting the export of gold, it ia doubtful, 
however, whether this will have any 
practical results. 

Not Accepted by Rome. 
1\()MK, Nov. — The Vatican oflisially 
contradicts to-day llio piihlialied report 
that the fortbct r..ing ))apal encyclical on 
the 8ubjiH;t of the .Manitoba acliool (juca- 
tion would undertake to accept the coin- 
proiniee suggested by Sir Wilfried Lau- 
rier, the jiremier of Canada, namely 
neutral schools with religious instruc- 
tions after school hours only.

Important Issues at the Lord 
Mayor's Banqaet. 

Wliat the Powers Hiivo Accomplished 
iu Avertiua: War— Native 
Troops Praised. 



London, Nov. 9. — In spite of a thick 
drizzle and heavy fo;;, tlio ancient cua- 
tom of preaentinij the elected chief nui- 
gistrato of London to tlio lepreaentativea 
of the sovereign and the people was 
observed to-day- with lucoeas. Thron^a 
of people lined the route and the deconi- 
liona were more ambitious than usual. 
Tliey couaiated mainly of triumphal 
arches, Venetian maata, floral festoons 
and a liberal diaplay of buntlnc. 15ut iu 
epite of the weather a more stirrinf^ 
proof of the popularity of London'a 
yearly pageant, known aa the Lord 
Mayor's proceesion, has not been given 
in a long time. 

Thia is due very largely to the con- 
apicuousiy brilliant year in ollico of the 
retiring cliief magiatrate, the Right Hon. 
Sir George Fdudel-Phillipe, Bart., K.G., 
CLE. E\;en the radical critics, wlio 
annually protest against the existence of 
the corporation of I^ondon within an area 
dominated by the county council, have 
nothing but praise to-day for the alto- 
gether admirable ofHcia! career of Lonl 
Mayor Phillips, which has given a quiet- 
us for years to come to any attempt at 
abolishing the corporation. It was not 
surprising, tEerefore, that the proces- 
sion passed through dense masses of 
cheering people, while windows, balcon 
ies and roofs were utilized to a eui pris 
ing degree, and larger open places, such 
as Trafalgar Square, were crowded to 
their utmost capacity. 

The sliow, ttiough attractive, looked 
even more tawdry than usual in the fog, 
rain and mud to-day, althouuh to many 
people these circumstances did not make 
It any the lees atiractive as a historical 
relic — a survival of the days when the 
corporation of the city of London played 
a part in the contest for constitutional 
freedom and material well-being. The 
procession included a car representing 
British sports, with huutemen, bicy 
clists, etc., including an Indian repre 
senting Prince Ranjitsinghi, illnstrating 
cricket. Another car depicted the foun- 
ers of the British Empire, including Sir 
Walter Raleigh, Admiral Penn, Warren 
Hastings, Lord Olive and Oecil Rhodes. 
An okl stage coach of the year 1837 was 
followetl by a modern motor car, pre- 
senting a striking contrast in the inoilcs 
of locomotion of past and present fimea. 
Then there was the usual contin'ont of 
eo'diers, sailors, firemen and ""^ city 
companies, the whole thickly i'lter- 
spersed with bands of music, czn . 

The brilliancy of the gathering at the 
Lord Mayor's bancinet at the Uuikiliall 
thia evening was somewhat marred by 
the tokens of mourning for Her Royal 
Highness the late Duchess of Teck. A 
majority ol the ladies present wore 
g'}Wna of black or dark grey. The en- 
trance of the Marquis of Salisbury and 
Mr. Arthur Balfour, the first lord of 
the treasury, was the signal for loud ap- 
plause, but the reception tendered the 
other foreign diplomats was of the tam- 
est character compared with the en- 
thusiasm which greeted the ambaeeador 
of the United States, Col. Hay. Mr. 
Fielding, the Canadian minister of Un- 
ance, was among the guests. 

After the usual formal toasts the Mar- 
quis of Lausilowne, secretary of state for 
war, responded for " Tlie Army." In 
the course of hia speech he eulogized 
" the gallant work heing clone on our 
Indian frontier, especially by the troops 
of the native rulers, who have long 
wished to atand shoulder to shoulder 
with us." 

The Marquia of Salisbury on rising 
was greeted with several minutes of con- 
tinuuiia cheering. He began by deplor- 
ing the engineera' di^imie, which, he 
saiil, " involves the future prosperity or 
disaster of the country." But he added 
that he was glad to eay there was a " re- 
newed prospect that the board of trade 
intervention would prove successiul." 

After referring to the conduct of the 
troipion the Indian frontier in iernis 
simui r to those used by the Marquis of 
Lansdowne, and warmly praising the 
conduct of the Anglo- Kgypiian ex- 
pedition in the Soudan campaign, the 
Premier came to the leading passage in 
his speech, introducing the tangled iiue^- 
tion of the Niger and the eonfiictii - 
claims and interests of Great Britain and 
France in that section of West Africa. 
Ho saiil : " It might not achieve the 
general concilatory process desired it 1 
entercil frankly into all the negotia- 
tions biitweuii tliu powers respect- 
ing Africa. W'o arc all aware of the 
great extent of territory cast loose (hir- 
ing the last, 'JO years in Afr'ci and jiut 
up as iIh! oiijectof acquisilit n for several 
enterprising governments. Wii (lesiri- 
that territory to ho governed on strict 
pr nciples of right and with a coneti'.nt 
regard to its prosperity and to the in- 
terests of the Empire. We do uotdetire 
unjust and illegitimate achievements iuid 
we d> not wish to take territory Bimplj b 
cause it would look well to paint it red un 
the map. Our objects are strictly buti- 
ness. Wo wish to extend commerce, 
industry and civilization, to throw opi-n 
as many marketa as iiossible, to bring 
together as many consumers and pro- 
ducers as possible, and to open the great 
natural highways and waterways of the 
continent." 

Ilia I^^ordahip then paesed on to speak 
of the situation in the iilnat, Ho said 
the history of the past year was that the 
European concert? had failed to [prevent 
Greece from going to war, but had suc- 
ceeded in preserving the peace of Jmi- 
rope. It was, ho submitted, a great and 
praiseworthy achievement for the c )n- 
cert to avert that calamity. He con- 
tinued: "Had the concert exerted all 
its influence to prevent Greece from go- 
ing to war the reHponaibility might have 
rested upon it of erasing Greece from the 
map." <> 

With reference to the Cretan question 
his L irdahip observed that this was still 
unsettled but added: "The concert of 
Europe is like a steam roller, v/ith great 
power but little speed." 

In conclusion his Lordship said: 

One hope we have of preventing the 
competition of armaments among Eu- 
ropean powers ending in a tei*. ible effort 
for mntnal deetructlon, fatal to oiviliza- 
tlon, ie that the powers may gradually , 



be brought to act together in a friendly 
spirit aa to all questions that may arise, 
until p.t last they shall ba welded in 
some international construction which 
will give the world as the result of their 
great strength, a long spell of unfettered 
commerce, prosperous trade and con- 
tinual peace." 

SLAUGHTERED IN INDIA. 

Body of SlIihB Surrounded by Rebel Tribes- 
men and All Shot or Cut Down— 
The Victoria Cross. 

Simla, Nov. 9.— The report that a 
native oflicer and thirty-five Sikhs be- 
longing to the Kurran column had been 
intercepted by tribesmen in a ravine and 
slaughtered is oflicially confirmed. It 
appears that they were asHiating in a re- 
connoitre up the Kurma river. Taking 
a short cut down hill they came to a 
ravine where the grass of the jungle was 
burning. The flames spread so rapidly 
as to completely cut ofl' their return, and 
the tribesmen, seeing their predicament, 
swarmed on the higher ground, hurled 
down rocks upon them, and cloaed round 
the men till the whole thirty-six were 
shot or cut down. The Sikhs fought 
heroically until the very last, their 
otlicer killing two rebel chiefs with hia 
own hands before he fell. 

London, Nov. 9. — The Gazette an- 
nounces that the Victoria Croaa has 
been conferred upon Lieut. Adams and 
Lieut. Fiucaatlo for their gallant attempt 
to rescue Lieut. Gravea of the Lanca- 
shire Fusiliers, Who was killed during 
an eiigagement between the troops of 
General Sir Bindon Blood and the tribes- 
men in Swat valley on August 17 last ; 
also upon Lieut. Castello for a sueceBsful 
rescue (luring an engagement at Malaka- 
land last July.

WASiriNCiTON, Nov. 0. — Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and party arrived here at four 
o'clock to-day and took quarters at the 
Shoreham. The members of tha party 
are Sir Wilfrid and Lady Laurier, Sir 
Louis and Lady Davies, Miss Ethel Da- 
vies, Meaars. J. M. Macoun, li. N. Ven- 
ning, R. Boudreau and E. B. Williams. 
Sir Wilfrid asked to be excused to all in- 
terviewers. During the evening Prof. 
Thompson, the British seal expert.called 
on the Premier and his assistants. The 
British ambassador and his stafl' will 
call to-morrow morning, and at eleven 
o'clock the ambassador will eacort Sir 
Wilfrid and Sir Louis to the White 
House for a call of courtesy. It has lieen 
known to the ofFicials here that the Can- 
adian Premier comes to Washington de- 
sirous of adopting a plan once proposed 
by Mr, Blaine, viz., tliat of InmiMng the 
cor.troverrtioa existing between the two 
countries into onegeneralaeltlement, the 
details t<J be settled by a commission 
representing both. 

In the matter of reciprocity the gen- 
eral purposo of the negotiations, it ia be- 
lieved, will bo to give the United States 
the benefit of the present Canadian law 
in exchange for the 20 per cent, reduc- 
tion allowed under the Dingley law. 
The desire of Sir Wilfrid and his asso- 
ciates will bo to confine the arrange- 
ment to a few important articles, allow- 
ing time to develop its usefulness and 
extend its scope. On the part of Canada, 
the articles likely to be proposed for re- 
ciprocity are; Fish, coal, lumber and 
barley. On the part of the United States, 
the articles likely to figure in the 
negotiations are : Coal, coal oil, corn, 
railway and electrical supplies, machin- 
ery of all kinds, agricultural implements, 
native wood, watches, clocks, cotton, 
and certain forms of iron and steel. The 
Canadian law permits a one-eighth re- 
duction of duty and one-fourth reduc- 
tion next year to such countries aa give 
advantage to Canada. At present lirit- 
ish goods get this reduction while Amer- 
ican goods do not. 

The North Atlantic fisheries contro- 
versy, one of the expected subjects of 
discussion, is of long duration. It took 
.a menacing aspect some years ago, and 
at that time a fisheriea commission con- 
vened at Washington and made a modus 
vivedi, serving aa a temporary settle- 
ment. The modus ia atill in oj)eration, 
and under it American vessels must pay 
a license to the Canadians for the privi- 
lege of traiiBliit)ping at Canadian ports, 
taking bait, etc. Tlie license system has 
proved to ho a hardship, and efforts will 
be made to reach a more satisfactory ar- 
rangement.

"C1T\' OF NA.NA1M0 " AGROUND. 

Xniibap to This Smart Victoria Steamer 
W hile Assisting a San I'ran- 
Cisco Craft. 

N.\.\A[.Mo, Nov. ;).— (Special)— The Al- 
)&ska Canning Go.'s steamer Xodiak, 
which left here Friday afternoon for San 
Francisco, returned this morning. Pre- 
vious to sailing Capt. Johansen, being a 
BtrauKer in these waters, endeavored to 
procure a chart of the course to Port 
Townseud, but did not succeed. JIo 
took the inside imseage andon approach- 
ing Uodd's Narrows he entered tlie J'^alse 
Narrows, thinking that was the nuiin 
course, and struck on a reef. Tlio steamer 
was lightened by dischart^ing the coal 
overboard, and hawsera were got ashore. 
After rei)eated trials tlie crew got the 
BteauuT afloat this morning and she re- 
turned to port for another load of coal, 
apparently none the worse for lier con- 
tact with the reef. The captain did not 
send any word to the city for relief as 
he expected to be afloat, at each higli 
tide. Yesterday afternoon the steamer 
City of Nanaimo ran ashore while en- 
deavoring to relieve the Kodiak, and 
this morning as soon as Captain Johan- 
sen was afloat he used every effort to get 
the City of Nanaimo from her unpleas- 
ant position, but was unsuccessful. 

The City of Nanaimo, was passing 
through Dodds Narrows when the ateain- 
er Kodiak was seen to bo on tlie rocks. 
In her attempt to adbrd relief, thoCity of 
Nanaimo struck on the reef and remained 
hard and fast aground. As a result of 
her grounding the two main steam jiipea 
were broken, which left the steamer 
helpleas. The steamer Joan went down 
to the scene of the accident early tius 
morning but was not able to get the City 
afloat. The steamer rested easily all 
night and this morning there was noth- 
ing to indicate that she had sustained 
any serious damage. The tug C/ar was 
alongside her this morning and the 
steamer Joan left again this evening to 
endeavor to release the City of Nanaimo 
daring the higii tide to-night. The Czar 
from Victoria had called in hero for coal 
preparatory to taking the salmon ahip 
Lady Lena to sea, but hearing of the 
steamer in distreaa promptly went to lier 
aasistance.

City has welcomed many diatingnished 
politicians, but none b) great as Sir 
Charles Tupper, who was to-day the 
guest of the Royal City Conservatives. 
The ex-Premier arrived from Victoria 
liy the Voaernite, and at once ])rocuedeil 
to the ( uiichon hotel. He had l)(;en met 
at the wharf by Mr. Richard Mcliride, 
wlule -Mr. G. E. Corbould, ex-M.I'., ac- 
conipnuied him from Victoria. It had 
been iiileniK'd to ilrivo Sir Charlea round 
the ciiv, hut the wet weather [jrcvtrited | 
this li'iini being done. After the veteran 
Elate'iniun liad taken lunch, an adjmrn- 
luenl was then made to .'^t. li'jonard's I 
hall, where Sir Charlea Tupper dolivtued j 
a stirring address to a good audience, 
Mr, Richard McBride presiding. j 

In the evening Sir Charles Tupper 
was banquetted at the Colonial hotel. 
The function was as brilliant a one as 
New Westminster has seen for a long 
time. It was a nou-politir;\l all'air and ' 
w^s a L'rcat succes:'. Mr. li. i'). Cur- 
bould, ex-.M,P., iiretidud over a large 
cor.iiiany. 

Sir Charles Tupper, in lii.H address, of 
co\ir6e let jiolitica aeveic^ly rJniie. lie 
diacusaed ttie jioaitiou (jf (J.iimda ami 
what liad been accoin pliahed by the 
tranacoiitineiital lino of railway. i)<> 
believed, ho said, that the jirov- 
inco of Britiah Columbia would be 
the great sonrci' of attraction for Canada, 
in bringing iio h p oplo and capital to it 
for its devj-lopment. lie was glad to 
learn that Mr. Sifton had declared him- 
self emphatically in favor of having a 
Canadian route to the Kloudyke. He 
had iieraonally urged ujion the Minister 
of the Interior tlie imjiortance of the 
Dominion government promptly con- 
atructing a railway from Telegraph 
creek to Teslin lake, and lie had 
also pointed out that, in the 
meantime, it was of vital impor- 
tance tliat th Dominion government 
and the provincial government eliould 
promptly secure the conatruction of a 
good sleigh road between Telegraph 
•Creek and Tealin lake, to be followed as 
soon as the snow went a way, by a wagon 
road. These prompt measures were ab- 
solutely demanded, in order to prevent 
the all-Canadian route from becoming 
discredited, just as the White pass from 
Skagway and the Ohilcoot pass from 
Dyea, had iiton, and in order to allow 
the route to be successfully used.

Vancouvek, Nov. 9.— The police were 
to-day again unsuccessful in convicting 
Campbell, the second hand dealer, of 
having stolen goods in his possession.

A man named Bonsfleld was to-day 
convicted of having tried to sell a lady's 
bicycle which he took from in front of 
the Metropolitan club, and offered to a 
second hand dealer.

Joiin Harris and another man named 
Midler, it will bo reiiioiii 1 'ert-d , iitli'mpt- 
ed to victimizo many iiiorcliaiita by buy- 
ing goods and proaentiiig bogus cheques. 
Harris would introduce Mailer as a 
buyer, and Huller would present the 
chtiiue. Harris said he was a victim of 
circumstantial evidence, and could not 
even write. Mr. Justice Drake read 
out Harris' criminal record at Salem 
and VValla Walla, but said he would be 
merciful, and the prisoner got a sentence 
of four years in the penitentiary. 

A representative of a hardware sup- 
ply house in St. Catharines, Ontario, 
said to a Ooi.o.ni.st correspondent yester- 
day : " 1 decided to come out liere early, 
before the ruah, eo .as to give the rail- 
roiida nionty of time to got goods out 
here, i tiud that all merclianta hero 
aro ordering aa much goode as tliey can 
poaaibly store. Aa an example I have 
never lioard of more than 100 whipeaws 
ever beini; ordered at one time l)y a 
single merchant, and the first order 1 
took on arriving hero was for 'JOG whip- 
saws, and the two next merchants 1 vis- 
ited ordered L'OO Ijetii-eon them." 

COBBLE HILL. 

CoMiiLi; Uu.i,, Nov. (3.— Tlie meeting at 
Cobble Hill, called in the interest of tlio 
farmers' institute movement, was not so 
largely attended as was expected, there 
being only about twenty-five present. 
Mr. .1. T. Porter was elected chairman, 
and F. \V. (.ianiett secretary. Tliecliair- 
man introduced Mr. J. R. Anderson, 
deputy minidterof agi iculture and acting 
superintendent of farmers' institutes. 
Mr. Anderson upon rising briefly stated 
that he was not there to give an addreas 
on agriculture, but aimply to familiarize 
the farmers with what ia known as the 
farmera' inatitutea and co-operation act. 
After fully explaining the act, its oiiuiii, 
necosaity and workings, and his i)reeeiit 
position in connection with the work, ho 
introduced Mr. T. F. Patereon, of the 
Gnelph agricultural college. Mr. Pater- 
son described very minutely the rise and 
progress of farmers' institutes in Ontario 
from the time the idea originated in the 
mind of Dr. Mills, of the Guelph agri- 
cultural college, up to the present time. 

The audience folic ,ved I\Ir. Patereon 
through his lengthy address with llio 
keeneat interest. Farmers, he said, 
should not expe(;t too much of the inati- 
tutea ; they would not prove a juinacca, 
but would help farmers to help them- 
selves. Such a bureau of iiiforiii.ition 
would bring farmers more in touch with 
each otlier, enabling tlieni to co- 
operate more in purcliasing tlie 
Ijest imiiiemnnta and fertilizers, and 
also in getting better conceeaiona 
from corporations for marketing produce, 
and enabling them to keep abreast of 
the times In everything pertaining to 
the interest of the agriculturist. The 
life and usefulness of an institute de- 
pends largely upon the way it is con- 
ducted. It should be a place for farmers 
to meet farmers and eschange opinions 
on every subject likely to advance their 
interests as farmers. 

After Mr. I'aterson concluded, a 
lengthy discussion took place aa to the 
best mode of procedure in establishing an 
institute in this district. A coimuittce 
was finally appointed to confer with the 
president of tlie agricultural society of 
huncan with the object of calling a mass 
meeting of farmers at Duncan in the near 
future to organize an institute at that 
idace. After the usual vote of thanks 
to the speakers and chairman the meet- 
ing was closed.

A VERY NARROW VIEW 

COMBATTED. 



The Toronto Globe in the course of an 
article on the Yukon mines, makes the 
following remarkably narrow observa- 
tion : 

It is natural to eatimate this as the 
great developinent of a Canadian indiia- 
try, hut in that respect its economii; 
iiiipoi'tanee may Ije over-estimated. Its 
chief vahie to tho Dominion will bo tlio 
amount, of ])ubli« wealth rescued by the 
prompt uctioii o( the Dominion govern- 
ineiit ill riMiuirint; a 20 per cent?, royalty 
on the richer workings and in reserviuj^ 
alternate claims. 

The policy of Canada in regard to tho 
Yukon mines should be governed by no 
such small conception as this. The 
Globe will be Bomewhat surprised to 
loarn of the likelihood of a complete re- 
vision of the rct;ulationg in regard to the 
reservation. We fancy ako that it will 
have to prepare itself to abandon its 
advocacy of a high royalty. Hon. Mr. 
Sifcon was very explicit in his statement 
on the former point, and we believe he 
will bo made to see the error of hia views 
on the former before the next season's 
work begins. As will have been ob- 
Ei?rve 1 by Coi.osist readers, tho latest 
iiBWd from the Ynkon is that the royalty 
lias not yet been exacted, although we 
understand that Major Walsh takes in- 
etructions with him to enforce that 
portion of the regulations. As it is now 
too late to do anything this year, we 
hope that Lefore the work of next season 
begins the gnvjrnment will have seen 
its way clear to modify the rule in this 
respect aa well as in regard to the alter- 
nate claims. 

We take exception altogether to the 
BBFertion of the Globe that the chief 
value of the Yukon mines to tho Domin- 
ion will bo the amount of public wealth 
'■rescued" b\ the royalty. We claim, 
indeed, that njoro good has already re- 
sulted to Canada from the Kloudyke dis- 
coveries than would have resulted from 
the payment into the Dominion 
treasury of the whole output of thoao 
mines. The great Ijenetlt wliich Canada 
will derive from the golil diacoveriei 
will not be nieaaured at all by the treas 
ury recei|)tH in tho way of royalty. Th( 
Glolfu itself estimates that half a million 
people will seek the Yukon next year. 
If this is the case, and they contribute 
to the revenue of the Dominion in the 
same proportion as the ponpl»*i 
British Coluin'.jia. tbey will pay $;),000,- 
Ot)0 a year, wliicli will be equal to the 
royalty on .firj.OOOiOOO of gold at tho iiiax- 
imuin ligure. That tlio output of the 
Yukon next year will reach such a sum 
ia highly improbable. That a continu- 
ous output of such an amount can bo 
looked for ia also improbal)le; but that 
a half million people will reside perma- 
nently in the Yukon country and en- 
gage in mining is beyond all reasonable 
iloubt. It is, indeed, safe to estimate 
that tho contribution of the residents of 
the Yukon valley, directly and indirect- 
ly, to the revenue of Canada will after 
the close of next year reach tho vast sum 
of $10,000,000 a year, that ia if the ex- 
pectations of the To?onto Globe in re- 
gard to tho inrunh are vorilied, and our 
coutoinporary can hardly object to our 
arguing from its own premieeB. 

But the revenue standpoint is by all 
means the smallest in importance of 
tboee from which the considoiation of 
this question can bo and ought to be ap- 
proached. Gold is not mined without 
great oxpenao, and every dollar's worth 
of the precious metal taken out of tho 
Yukon will coBt a very largo part of a 
dolKir. It haa been estimated by econo- 
miata that the aotual production of gold 
o,»8tfa 8B mu9jjija|;itt ia worth. . .^hia does 



not mean that if a man gets out ifl.OOO,- 
000 of the metal he haa spent a million 
dollars to get it, but simply that the ex- 
penditure in labor, machinery, prospect- 
ing, transportation, food, clotblnKandall 
the other commodities used in connec- 
tion with mining, including what ia 
spent without anything being realized, 
is equal to the value of the gold obtained. 
Of course this is a matter of opinion, 
ami there are exceptional localities from 
which gokl can bo got at a less aggregate 
expense of labor and capital than from 
others. The Yukon is not one of these, 
and great as ia the wealth of the Golden 
North, we venture to predict that, if an 
account could be taken of what it will 
coat to exploit its wealth, tho amount 
would not fall very far short of the 
money value of that wealth. Practi- 
cally everything which the miners ovei 
a great part of the Yukon country will 
need must be produced elaewhore and 
be carried into the country. It ia not 
wholly true that no part of tho Yukon 
valley is fit for settlement. Dr. Dawaon 
says (juito the contrary, and claims that 
some of tho hardier grains can be profit- 
ably grown in some of the valleys. 
Grasses are abundant, and if roots can 
be succesafuUy grown there is no reason 
why cattle cannot bo kept further north 
than the GOth parallel. But dismissing 
all poasiljilitiea in this direction aa too 
uncertain to bo taken into account, it is 
undoubtedly true that a vast region in 
British Columbia and the Territory of 
Alberta, lying immediately south of the 
Yukon district, is fit for settlement, cul- 
tivation and stock raising. That this 
great area will bo populated in order to 
supply tho Yukon miners, in the lirat 
place, and remain a prosperous 
:igricultural and pastoral country, 
lindiug markets for produce in 
mines nearer home, cannot be suc- 
ceesiully denied. It is one of the 
groat points in favor of the Canadian 
gold fields that they have, either sur- 
rounding them or adjacent to them and 
easily acceaeible, vast areas that can 
jiroduco food for tho uao of the miners. 
We shall not attempt to give any figures 
bearing upon this point, but it ought not 
to be necessary to quote statistics to the 
Globe to prove the force of what 
we say. We take the position that tho 
settlement of thoao jjortions of British 
Cohunbia and Alberta adjacent to the 
Yukon gold fields will bo of more value 
to Canada than any royalty which tho 
government can e.xact. 

But it is not the direct benefits aloua 
to whicli wo must look in considering a 
question of this nature. We do not be- 
lieve in that conception of statesman- 
ship that looks 80 far ahead that it can- 
not see what ia close at hand, but we do 
say that the standing which will be giv- 
en Canada by the fact of her poasesaing 
rich gold fields is of greater value to the 
country than any amount of money that 
can be " rescued " from the miners of 
the Yukon. Already, as we have said 
above, great good has resulted from the 
Yukon diacoveries. The whole world is 
talking of Canada. The eyes of milliona 
are turned in our direction, and we have 
only to show to the world that we offer 
a welcome to all who choose to make 
their homea with us, in order to turn to 
our shores the tide of immigration which 
hitherto has gone elsewhere. With mil- 
liona of acres of fertile lands asvaiting 
colonization, with all our vast resources 
in forest, mine and fisheries awaiting de- 
velopment, surely anything that will 
contribute towards bringing people to 
our country to remain witti us is not to 
be brushed aside, aa unworthy to be 
taken into account in comparison with 
the amount of royalty that may be de- 
rived from the Yukon mines. The cry 
of Canada has been for jieople. The ef- 
fort of every administration has been to 
attract people to tho country tind to 
keep them after they come here. 
In this great mining development 
v»-e have the means of accompliahinir 
wlu't we have for throe decades been 
at riving to do, with very slight success; 
and yet we find tho chief organ of a 
■j;reat political parly, the party now in 
l)ower, throwing it aside and treating 
tho amount ol tribute which the coun- 
try can wring from miners, and tho 
practical confiscation of half tho reault 
of their arduous labor 19 pro-npecting, aa 
of infinitely greater Importance and of 
euch immense value that "it is a lino 
of jiolicy which could be prosecuted even 
further in the public interest." 

The Globe seea nothing in the Yuktm 
mines but a source of possible relief for 
the Canadian taxpayer. Wo do not be- 
lieve that it voices the sentiment of its 
party or of tho government which it 
supports, in i)utting 80 narrow and un 
statesmanlike a view of the case forward 
as the one that ought tp prevail. We 
say further, that if its conception of tho 
policy which oimht to prevail in ilealing 
with the undeveloped rosourcea of Can 
ada correctly reilectH tho views of the 
Laurier ministry, it ia a moat unfortu- 
uato thing for the Dominion that men 
with a broader graap are not at the helm 
at this crisis. We are unwilling to claim 
Buch to be the case, and it would be un- 
fair to do BO, in view of tho statements 
made by lion. Mr. Sifton to the citizeaa 
of Victoria in hia Board of Trade ad- 
dreaa. Wo are hopeful that Sir Wilfrid 
Laurior and hia colleagues will rise to an 
appreciation of what the real intereats 
the country demand, and will not barter 
tho great heritage of the people for a 
misorablo moss of pottage in tho shape 
of a royalty wrung from the hard-earned 
labore of venturesome mioera. 



THAT ^WASIIINOTON STORY. 



We venture to pronounce the greater 
part of the story from Washington, D. 

0., as to the intentions of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, as unmitigated rubbish. Eo- 
gardiugtho desirability of cleaning oil' tho 
slate all difl'erences between tlie United 
States and Canada, there will be no two 
opinions; but when the framer of tho 
story talks about relieving ITnited States 
citizens of any diaabilitiea they aro un- 
der in British Columbia and the Yukon, 
ho is simply exhibiting liia colossal ig- 
norance. United States citi/.ona aro un- 
der no diaability in Canada, but muat 
obey the laws in the same manner aa 
Canadians do. If they do this; they 
have evory privilege and protection 
which a British subject has, except the 
right to take part in the government of 
tho country. Only a very ignorant per 
son would auppnao that, because duties 
are exacted froiu niinera carrying goods 
from the United States into the Ynkon, 
there is any discrimination against Uni- 
ted States citizens. This rule, which is 
the law of the whole Dominion and ap- 
plies to gooda taken acrosa any part of 
the three or four thousand miles of bor- 
der between tho two countriea, will not 
be altered, and there ia no one in Wasli- 
ington BO Utterly devoid of good sense as 
to suggest each a thing. 

So far as the sealing businosa ia con- 
cerned, we have already exiirosaed the 
opinion that this is iiurely a buaiiieBa 
matter. If it can be made to the advan- 
tage of our sealers to give up their l)U8i- 
niHH, we Buppoao tboy will raiao no ol)- 
jectioua. Most men are willing to Bell 
out their interest in an industry if they 
get a reasonable price. The alien law is 
a matter that calls for no international 
action. Lot the United .States repeal the 
relic of barbarism which disligurua ita 
atatute book, and there will never be 
any question of alien labor between the 
two countries. The North Atlantic 
and Lake fisheries may retjuire attention, 
bat it is rather extravagant to say that 
they are now the cause of international 
complication. When they do come up 
for reconsideration, wo siiggeat that 
there are one or two ])oiut3 ia regard to 
lisberii'a on the I'licitio coast that miaht 
also be diapnsed of, especially the right 
of United States citizens to take halibut 
in Hecate strait. United States citizens 
have no rights in the Fraser river and 
thero can be no controversy over them, 
Cimadiana claim no rights on ruyel 
Sound aiid there can bo no controversy 
over them. There remain the bonding 
privilege, ao-called, and reciprocity. In 
respect to the former, the habit of our 
neighbors ia to discuss it as something 
enormoualy for the benefit of Canada 
and in which they have no interest, ex- 
cept to do a neighborly act for a rival 
people. This is an entirely false con- 
ci3j)tion of the matter. Wo venture to 
aay that if the bonding privilege were 
reacinded there would be a greater out- 
cry from the United States business 
men than from Canadians. Among tho 
people who clamor at times for the re- 
scinding of this regulation are the news- 
paper men of Seattle, and yet it ia recog- 
nizod b^ the businees men of that city 
that tho ability to uso the Canadian Pa- 
cific aa a competitive route to and from 
the East ia of vast benefit. We fancy 
that Portland, Me., and Boston would 
clamor more lustily against the abolition 
of the privilege than .St. John or Halifax. 
KeciiJrocity on a fair basis will always 
be welcomed by Canada, l)Ut the day 
has gone by when any ministry dure go 
to Washington to ask it as a favor or 
oiler to sacrifice anything in order to ob- 
tain it. We want reciprocity, but it 
must bo reciprocity. We will not have 
a surrender, raaakod under a more at- 
tractive name.

O.NIC VIKW OF IT. 

Wo cannot do otherwiao, however, 
than Eoverely condemn the policy of the 
government in giving two senatora — the 
city already having two membera — and 
the olllco of lieutenant governor to Vic- 
tor. It ia a groBa outrage to the main- 
land to bo deprived of its lights in this 
matter. It ia a nonpensical and unten- 
able argument that there should be no 
aectioualiam in connection with such a 
matter. We charge that a direct viola- 
tion of the terms of union has been made 
in ignoring the people of New Westmin- 
sser district and of the most important 
section of the province, which this now 
is, as Well aa the taking away of an of- 
fice which has been theirs since 13ritiah 
Columbia entered Confederation. Pol- 
itical exigencies at times renders it 
nocoBHiiry to reaort to strange, 
and even diahoiieat, methods. Pos- 
sibly the i)remier and hia colleagues 
may claim tliat certain ends justified tho 
means to attain tho object in view. 
Neverthelcaa itn injuetico haa been done 
a portion of tho country which at tho 
laat federal election rendered a good 
account of itself. Well may the electors 
ask whom can wo trust ; or whose word 
can we rely upon? Receiving but small 
favors from the provincial governmont, 
and outraged by the federal govfrnment, 
there will bo many to exclaim : God help 
Vancouver, New Westminster, and the 
diatrict generally.

THE ABERDEEN ASSOCIATION. 

Good Work Accomplished in This City 
TlirouRli This Fbilantbropic Asso- 
ciation. 

The 1897 report of the A berdeen Abbo- 
ciation of Canada, which has for its 
object the dissemination of good litera- 
ture among the residents of outlying 
districts, has just been issned from the 
presses of I'aynter c*c Abbott, of Ottawa. 
After relating in interesting form the 
history of the formation of the society, 
and liescribing in the abstract the class 
of literature it is aimeil to place conven- 
iently before Canadians living beyond 
the centres of poj)ulation, the report 
deals Bi)ecilically with what has been 
accomplished by the various branches. 

The report for the Victoria branch is 
presented by the local president, Mrs. 
J. 11. Turner, who has associated with 
her the following ofGcers: Vice-presi- 
dent. Mrs. J. B. McKilligan ; treasurer, 
Miss Finlayson ; secretary, Mrs. J. W. 
Oliurch ; and executive committee, Mrs. 
Carmichael.Misa Hall, Miss Galley, Mies 
PiU'ie, Miss G. Loewen, Mrs. Crompton, 
M^iss Newton, Miss Devereux and Miss 
K. Davie. Their report reads as follows : 

" Tlie Victoria branch of tlie Aberdeen 
Association was formed in October, 189G, 
with an executive committee of twelve 
members for the tlesiiatch of the p.ircelB. 
lu this work the committee had the ad- 
vantage of the experience gained by the 
ladies at Winnipeg and was greatly 
helped by the kind manner in which 
Lady Taylor, president of the Winnipeg 
branch, and Mrs. Scarlh, secretary of 
the Ottawa branch, placed the results of 
their experience at ttie disposal of their 
new fellow-workers. The metnod adopt- 
ed is very similar to that at Winnipeg. 
Each member undertakes to send a par- 
col each month to a certain number of 
families, or isolated settlers, missionaries 
or lighthouses, as the case may be, judg- 
ing of what would be suitable from the 
answers given by the applicant to the 
questions on the application form. The 
work was begun witti six applicants. At 
the present time the bjoks show forty. 
Having received the privilege of free 
postage the society w"l bo ahlw to largely 
extend its work in the future.

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QUEBEC -SCHOOL BEFOBM. 

Conveyances May Se Provided to Carry 
Cblldren to Tlieir Classes. '' 

Montreal, Nov. 8.— The outlines ol 
Promior Maichand'a bill lor scliool re- 
reform have been made public. The 
moat important clinnge is, as anticipa- 
ted, ail education department to bo plnc- 
t-,d under < ho control of a reeponsiblo 
miniBter, who will probably be Mr. Ko- 
Lideux, but there will still bo a council 
of public inatruction, divided, as at pre- 
eent, into Oatbolic and Protestant sec- 
tioDO. They will, however, boratherad- 
visory tliau executive, and the distribu- 
tion of school moneye will be retained 
by the i;overument. It ia probable the 
council wag not abolished entirely owiup; 
to the oi>|)o6ition of tiioclertiy, but shorn 
of its ])ower it will be unable to block 
the work of reform which Mr, Mar- 
c laud ia pledged to carry out. 

An important amendment to the pro- 
eeut law will ho one enabling the achooi 
funds to be used to hire conveyances to 
c'trry children to Bchoole, and to provide 
tlu'.t in Bucli cases the muuicipalitiea 
may he extended beyond the five mile 
limit. This ia baaed upon the idea that 
it ia cheaper to convey ten or twelve 
children daily to Bcbool a few miles di.s- 
t»nt than to engage a special teacher for 
them, and one conveyance can be used 
for all, while the number of small, weak 
schools and poorly paid teachers will be 
tbuB reduced. 

Provision will also be made that com- 
ruisBioners or trustees may be non 
residents, and they must be able to read 
and write. The reason for admitting 
nou-reeicient trustees is that in many 
<litiirict8 there are not a eutlicient num- 
ber of otlierwiao i|ualilled ratepayers 
who can read and write. 



SPAIN IS KOR PEACE. 

Would Regiird it as a Great Misfortune to 
Have to Make War on the States. 

Madrid, Nov. 9, — In response to a 
despatch from an American source Senor 
Segasta, the premier, has sent the fol- 
lowing cable declaration through Senor 
Dnpuy de Lome, tlie .Spanish minister at 
Washington : So far from seeking a pre- 
text to declare war against the United 
States Spain would regard it aa a great 
misfortune to bo given the occasion for 
euch an unhappy resolution. Animated 
a-i slw' is by tlie most amicable senti- 
meniii towards the great republic, .Spain 
hopes of America that the latter will do 
its utmost to fortify sfintimeuts of fricud- 
eiiip lur the sake and welfare of both 
countries while at tlie same time re- 
Bp"ctirig the rights of Spain." 

London, Xov. !). — The Rome corre- 
spondent of tho Daily Chronicle eaya : 
" The Papal Nuncio at Madrid has been 
recalled to Rome by the Vatican 
and instructed to do his utmost to 
support the present dynasty. News 
baa reached the Vatican that 
the situation in Spain is extremely 
grave. Oarllat risings are imminent in 
the principal towns, and the queen re- 
KPUl is continually receiving menacing 
l«!terB from C.irlisls. It is understood 
that Sp.'.ia'a eituation ia tlie subject of 
iJi'go' iKlions between the European cab- 
iiietd."

Uefuse, if po:^sible, to discus-- r-i- dwell 
upon mournful, irritjiling or aiif irtu- 
ualo personal tojiics or alilietions. friiould 
the sufferer suddenly iiwake in tbo night 
beforo thu til.'otted liours for repose havo 
passed, his best plan is not to Ho awuko 
iu bod in tho dark staring vaoantly. 
The oversonsitivo mind conjures many 
L'looiiiy thoughts at this time in tho 
rleeji, still darkness of tho night, when 
all oui.sido day sounds and noises htivo 
sensed thpir distraction. Those oases 
•an be suocessfully treated at home, 
and not by drugs. Havo a night ttiblo 
handy, light a candle, tiriso, throw olF 
and air tho bed clothes, sit up, with a 
I'oiiveiiient wrapper around you, in an 
■ asy ehtiir, having first thrown open a 
fioor or window to completely chaugo 
the vitiated air of the room. Of courso 
line must havo a chamber to himself to 
ilo this. All tho conditions external be- 
ing ehunged will tend to produce a 
eliaiigo of those internal of tho body- 
tbe brain and the nerves. After a suit, 
able interval ono can again oloso the 
doors and windows, replace covers and 
totiro to approaohiug slumber.

(See his 
autobiography. ) Different remedies will 
suit different ooustitutions. Tho sanio 
will not do for all alike. Each person 
must study his ov/n case, tho moral and 
physical cnuEos, remove these and find 
out what wiU host sootlie his ezbausted 
nerves and induce.

Hundred Tboosand. 



Gold, Copper iiiid Silver Without 
Limit— Deplorable Destruction 
of the Forests. 



Cami- McKin.n-ky, B. C, Oct. 31.— 
Camp McKiuney is thirty miles west of 
Midway, and is the halting place for the 
etage plying between Greenwood and 
Penticton. The elevation of the camp is 
over 4,000 feet, but it has a beautiful 
Boiithern aspect, v,-hich mitigates the 
iucltimency of a mountain winter. In 
i^nmmer and in the fall the climate is de- 
lightful, but at all timea tho landscape 
of rolling mountains carpeted with glori- 
ous forests is supremely beautiful. In- 
deed, the rare beauty of the scenery of 
i-Cottlo river seema to be reflected to a 
ieeser e.xtent in all ita tributary streatna, 
nnd Rock creek ia no exception. From 
tho junction ol Rock creek to Oainp Mc- 
ICianey is about twenty niiles, but tho 
travelor hardly noticea the dietanco if he 
can eeouro a seat beside tho alaHO driver 
and has an opportunity to behold the 
panorama of lovely acenery that unrolla 
before hiui journeyinii along thia valley. 
There are some cattle ranges, a few cul- 
tivated ranches ; but mountains, forests 
and ravines are the chief characteristics. 

Nearly 40 years ago gold was discov- 
ered on the bars of Rock creek, and 
rumor has it that fully 3,000 miners were 
working the placers of the creek in ISbl. 
But the placers have been all abandoned 
to the Chineee, who still delve for the 
yellow metal on the bars of the creek. 
At both eidea of the creek are numerous 
mineral locations that give promise ot 
mines, but the Cariboo, at Camp McKin- 
ney, is the only one that deserves so far 
to be called a mine. 

Tho Cariboo was located 10 years ago 
and shortly afterwards aold by Al Mo- 
ney to Geo. B. McAuley, James Mon- 
aghan and others. In 1893 a company 
was organized to work the property and 
a Sve-stamp mill erected. Subsequently 
this was enlarged to a ten-stamp mill'. 
Since the formation of the company 
$180,000 has been paid out in dividends 
and a reserve fund of $30,000 is in the 
treasury. Only the ore in the lirat two 
levels, or down to 170 feet, has yet been 
Btoped. This ia certainly a very credit- 
able result. The ore body ia 600 feet 
long, 33^ feet wide, and averages $17 to 
to the ion. An ore body of thia size 
and value could be mined most economi- 
cally by a force that would produce at 
least 100 tons a day. 

I have little fear but that Oamp Mc- 
Ivinney is eoing to be a permanent and 
very prosperous mining camp. In time 
the Cariboo will be properly developed, 
and the adjoining; properties will also be 
mined. I cannot tell much about the 
other claims of the district, for, while 
surface showings are good, no real min- 
ing has been done. Tho Victoria has 
given good proiniee of making a mine, 
but it has never been managed well. In 
fact here, as elsewhere tliroughout tlie 
province, capital and good mining 
knowledge ia sadly lacking. Had not 
the Cariboo fallen into the hands of 
George B. McAuley, it would moat 
probably be in the dismal, neglected con- 
dition of a thousand promising prospects 
scattered all over thia country. But Mr. 
McAuley brought experience, skill and 
energy to bear on the Cariboo, with the 
happy result of good dividends for tho 
eharebolders. 

In the Rock Creek valley there is a 
larger cjuantity of good timber than ] 
have seen elsewhere. Some lumber 
mills are making incursions on the for- 
ests, however, and the jiecnliar Bysteni 
which the province baa of levying a roy- 
alty and allowing the lumber men to cut 
lumber wherever they pleaee is certainly 
not conducive to the preservation ot the 
foreatB. It is a pity the provincial par- 
liament does not iicv i=c a uetler scheme 
for obtaining a revenue from the forests 
than the system of royalty. Numbers 
of loggers pay only a fraction of the roy- 
alty they should pay, and these same 
loggera out the finest timber ofT govern- 
ment land and do uo amall damage to 
what they leave behind. In this coun- 
try, which is destined to become the 
greatest goid and copper country of the

continentrthe forests In time will bo of 
pricelees value. I . pointed out in my 
iaat letter that the Anaconda mine 
alone uses up 60,000,000 feet of lumber a 

year. 

Johannesburg to-day gets all the lum- 
ber for its mines from Puget Sound. If 
the forests that clothe the hilla and 
mountains of the Kettle river country 
#ere transferred to the Tranovaal, the 
Dutch government could farm these 
forests out to tho mine owners for suma 
of money suHicient to build the navies of 
the world. Yet the Kettle river country 
has a minoral wealth beside which the 
mineral wealth of the Rand must pale. 
I have Been a report, furnished by the 
German consul at Tacoraa to the Ger- 
man government on the mining re- 
Bcurces of this country, which it little 
short of sensational. The consul visited 
thia country accompanied by a German 
expert, and after a long investigation be 
makes the observation that this country 
will produce more wealth in gold, 
copper and silver than any like orea on 
the globe. Captain Hall of the Le Roi 
declared more than a year ago that 
Boundary could even then ship over 
1,000 tons of crude ore a day. What 
may wo not therefore expect when rail- 
ronda, capital and labor have taken hold 
of the development of this country? The 
Greenwood district alone seema tome 
aa likely to make a second Butte, and 
70,000 people are depending for a liveli- 
hood on the mining industry of Butte. 
Within ten years 100,000 people will be 
dwelling in tho Kettle river country, and 
there will be no more prosperona popu- 
lation west of the Rocky mountains than 
they. 

Such a prospect ought most certainly 
make the provincial government make 
an effort to jirevent ttie depredation of 
the forest.s ot this country. The present 
system, designed for revenue purposes, 
is not adetiuate. 

The provincial parliament, which nn- 
(jueetionably ia a parliament remarkable 
lor its freedom from demagogery and 
crankineas, ia, however, not yet alive to 
the vaat importance of the mining in- 
dustry, and, therefore, its legislation is 
likely to bo lacking where that industry 
is concerned. Indeed, I have heard con- 
siderable complaint with regard to the 
acts of the last session which dealt with 
minea, The premier, lion. J. II. Tur- 
ner, and other leading members of par- 
liament have, however, been through 
this country lately, and I have no douot 
the mining industry will havo more en- 
lightened treatment iu the future. I 
must not be understood for one moment 
to cast blame on Mr. Turner's adminis- 
tration, for beyond all cavil the present 
government of Brilisli Columbia have 
pursued a wise, a liberal and a judicious 
course with the mining industry. 
But the bulk of the legislature have 
not been as wise as the members of 
the executive. The majority of the 
members repreaent farming, t.rading, 
tisliing and lumbering districts, and they 
hug the fond idea that on the mining in- 
dustry should be levied the major part 
of the taxes of the country. The toiler 
engaged in 611ing his net with salmon on 
the Fraser river is to be relieved of taX' 
ation by putting an additional tax on the 
fellow- that drills into the hardest rock 
in order to extract gold therefrom. 

This is exactly the policy of the Boer 
parliament of South Africa. Tho Dutch- 
men levy a revenue on the mining in- 
dustry sufhcient to defray all the ex- 
penses of running the republic, with tho 
natural result of discontent and abortive 
revolution. But injustice is not w-isdom 
and it ia not eternal, and Boer injustice 
will end in wiping the Transvaal off the 
world's map. 

I think the danger from adverse pro- 
vincial legislation has only to be pointed 
out to be avoided. Mining will be in the 
ascendant in the province in no very 
distant period, and if the miner be dis- 
criminated against now-, the shoe will 
then be on the other foot.

SEWKil CONNECTIONS. 

To Tiui EuiTou : — Iu your issue to-day 
a letter appears from Mr. J. G, Tiarks 
that from the standpoint of the uncon- 
nected ratepayers should be answered. 
He has a list before him, he says, "of 
nearly two hundred persons who havo 
not connected their [iremisea with the 
sowers," and he "deiuands that the 
mayor and council be compelled to en- 
force st clion -1 of tlie sower connection 
by-law." 

I have seen that Hat, and amongst that 
list are ijuite a numtier of projjertieH not 
on the line of sewerage at all, but on 
c irner lots whose natural and projier 
line of c'r linage would be in aide or lat- 
eral streets, and who are perfectly w ill- 
ing to connect as soon as the lateral 
sewera are laid. 

The aro also warehouses where no 
closets aro required, premises where a 
w.c. would Im a nuisance, a danger and 
an expense for want of use. Is it reas- 
on. ible to e.-cpecl a building owner to 
ajiend two or three hundred ilullaiB lu 
create a nuii'am-i' and source of expense 
on his preiii ise.s '.' 

There are also a iiuinlier of iircniises 
on the ! i'jt on the lini! ol tower let on lease, 
that at tlu^ expiration of whose lease w-ill 
he pulled down and rehniltwith all iiiod- 
ern improve men ts and conveniences. V ic- 
toria is in a state of transilion, and the 
building owners ask llir.t t'ley ba allow- 
ed time to tee these matters through. 

We have been very poor lor the last 
few years, and there are a number of 
premises that should be connected, but 
tl e owners are unable to meet the ex- 
pense and reaaonably enough ask for 
time. Mr. Tiarks aaya tl.u; city should 
iict iiereiiiplorily and recover by dis- 
tress, llajipily your corresiioiident ban 
no voi(;e in jniblic matters, and although 
ho says lie will " raise his voice so loudly 
that it will 1)0 heard," ho may rest as- 
flured that Victoria will not give heed to 
him. 

I do not defend tho way tho sew-erage 
system w-as handled in execL'tion — it baa 
been a tissue of bungling — but 1 do 
tiuestion the good taste of your corres- 
pondent in endeavoring to coerce the tax- 
payers into doing work that he may get 
the fees for drawing the plana. That ia 
too patent and' barefaced. Neither do I 
think he was well advised to once more 
drag in tho medical oflicer bueinoss after 
Ilia actions in tho council. It woulii 
havo been bettor in fact if his " ten 
yeara' exporieiico" liaci taught him 
more moderation. The mayor may be 
safely truated to see that the causes of 
KuiBanco are promptly abated and that 
tho public health is properly aafo-guard- 
ed; beyond that our neighbors may well 
be left in peace.
